MINNEAPOLIS, May 9—Mrs. Nel- 
lie McClung, the Canadian suffragist, 
who is credited with being instu- 
mental in obtaining the ballot for 
women in the provinces of Manitoba, 

Alberta and Saskatchewan, declared 
in an address before the Mississippl 
Valley Suffrag gsocintion today thit 
it is a “righteous Qiseoutent’ whieh 
has descende®® upon the women of 
this continent, that they connot be 


denied in thelr hattie for enfranchise- 


ment, and asserted that whes, the time 
comes to clean polities, the bang of 
the politieal carpet beaters will re- 
spond from sea to sea 

The speaker Aah olunced liquer ing 
terests for their opposition to worn 
suffrage and assaiied the brewer “who 
contributes te the downfall of a lad 
and later is lauded as a lavish giver 
to charitable institutions whieh with= 
mately must house the delinquent.’ 

After outleaing conditions in Can- 
ada, Mrs. (MeClung asserted that pre- 
jJudice had formed one of the chief 
obstacles to woman suffrage. 

‘In regard to tenacity of life, no 
old yellow eat has anything on pre- 
judice,” she said. “You may kill it 
wih your own hand viry it deep 
and sit on the grave, and, behold, 
next day it will walk in at the back 
coor, purring!

STORING: As soon as delivered put the bottles ina cold place, preferably 


an ice-box,

home, arrange matters so that the milkman can readily put it in a cool place, 


in the shade, 


Milk left in the sun, even for a short time, will quickly go sour, 


When ive is not used, a good basement may serve the purpose, Some base- 
ments, however, seom to cause milk to sour rather quickly, probably owing 


to fungus growths, 


tles in cold water or to store them in a stone jar sunk in the ground, 


ter method is greatly praised by those who have tried it. 


KEEPING IMPURITIES OUT: 


When this happens it would be well to keep the milk bot-

Wipe the cap and top of bottle with a 


damp cloth before lifting the cap, to prevent dust, ete,, falling into the milk, 
Pour out only what will be used at one time, and put the remainder back im- 


mediate 


ly ina cold place. Keep all milk covered to prevent infection from air, 


flies, ¢te. Don’t mix old milk or milk that has stood for a while in a warm 
room with fresh or with cold milk, 
THINNESS, LACK OF COLOR, ETC.: ‘The milk of fresh cows is always 


less rich than-when they have been milking for some time. When getting only 
dry feed the milk always lacks the rich yellow color of grass milk, unless it is 


artificially colored. 


These conditions are common to all milk. 


They are more 


noticeable in the case of pasteurized milk, because the heating tends to prevent 
the cream from all rising to the top, tends to make the milk seem thinner, and 


tends to destroy the color. 


But it does not in any way change the composition 


or digestibility of the milk, as tests. and experiments show, and it does make it 
safe by destroying harmful germs such as typhoid, tuberculosis, diphtheria, 
and others that sometimes find their way into the best of milk,
